in training and rehabilitation of members of the Blackstone 
Rangers. Although Reverend Fry is not directly connected 
with the Office of Economic Opportunity program in question, 
his church allegedly has been utilized as a meeting place 
for the Blackstone Rangers and a location where they have 
stored weapons, and have engaged in criminal activities 
including the use of narcotics. U 


The principal speaker at this OB meeting was Reverend 

Jesse Jackson, Head of the local SCLC staff and Northern 
Director c OB. In his remarks Jackson accused AA P of 
colonizing the Black community and being responsible in a 
large part for the lack of jobs and prosperity in the 
ghetto. He charged that A & P officials had promised 
OB representatives 750 jobs for Negroes; however, had only 
made available 83 jobs. He noted that A &’P has operated 
in the ghetto for 45 years and does 60 per cent of their business 

there. Jackson urged that A & P hire more Negro personnel at 
their main offices, spend more money for advertising in 
Negro newspapers, utilize more Negro suppliers and hire 
black contractors to build future stores.

SOUTHERN STUDENT ORGANIZING COMMITTEE (8SO0C) 


On November 1, 1966, a first source advised that 
the Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC), with : 
headquarters at 1703 Portland Avenue, Nashville, Tennessee, 
was formed on the weekend pf April 3-5, 1964, to stimulate 
activity of Southern Student groups in areas of civil 
rights, peace, academic freedom, civil liberties, capital 
punishment and unemployment. Originally, it was to be a 
white counterpart of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC).° It has agreed to work with similar 
interested groups such as Nec and Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) and Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc. 
(SCEF). SSOC is a fraternal affiliate of the SDS, 


Beginning in the Fall ot 1966, ssoc became a 
membership organization and embarked on a campaign to 
form local chapters on yarious college campuses throughout 
the South. SSOC publishes, October through May each 
year, a ‘publication, “new South Student, which, according 
to the above source, has increasingly espovsed and de fended 
the pro-Communist and anti-United states position on 
domestic and foreign policy. 


On August 12, 1966, a second source advised 
that Donald Leslie Boner ot Nashville, Tennessee, had 
been in the Communiat Party (CP) for about four months. 


On September 27, 1966, a third source advised 
that Donald Boner, while in attendance at a CPUSA Youth 
Conference, Camp Webatuck, New York, September 12-14, 1966, 
gave a report regarding Nashville, saying that CP personne] 
were concentrating on organizing rent strikes, working with 
SSOC and SCEF, and establishing a Socialist Study Croup for 
students. 


On September 27, 1966, and again on June 2, 1967, 
the third source advised that during the Summer of 1966, 
the CPUSA concentrated its youth cadre in organizirg projects 
in several cities in an effort to recruit for and strangthen 
locai CP youth organizations. Nashville, Tennessee, was 
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SOUTHERN STUDENT ORGANIZING COMMITTEE (8S0C) 


included in this project. The youth placed in pe of 

the Nashville project was Donald Leslie Boner, with funds 

to be made available for three to five full-time organizers 

in Nashvilie, Jacqueline Saindon of the New York City CP 
also came to Nashville in the Summer of 1966 for this purpose. 
At the CPUSA Youth Conference at Camp Webatuck, September, 
1966, Boner reported that effective liaison had been made 
with SSOC. Following the conference, attendees Brian Heggen 
and Patricia Louise Rabbitt traveled to Nashville to join 
Boner's organizing efforts there. 


On February 28, 1067, a fourth source advised 
that Patricia Louise Rabbitt of Seattle, Washington, a 
member of the Northwest CP District, had gone to Nashville, 
Tennessee, to organize in connection with a CP assignment. 


On June 8, 1967, source five advised that 
Patricia Rabbitt, Brian Heggen, Donald Boner and his wife, 
Carol Stevens Boner, were all active members of SSOC in 
Nashville and that Heggen was as of that time Editor of 
the official 8SOC publication, "New South Student." 


The April, 1967, issue, ‘Volume Iv, No. 4, of 
"New South Student" carried a book review on page 22 by 
Donald Boner of a book entitled "CIA and American Labor," 
authored by George Morris, Labor Editor of "The Worker," 
East Coast Communist newspaper. Boner was described therein 
as an active member of the Nashville SSO Chapter. 


On July 7, 1967, source three advised that the 
CPUSA conducted a training school for CP youths at Camp 
Abelard, New York, beginning June 17, 1067, and lasting 
for three weeks. During this school, cP youth conferences 
were held at the Camp from July 1 through July 4, 1967, 
and during a youth conference, a meeting was held relative 
to the activities of Party youths during a July, 19€7, 
trip to the Soviet Union, which had been scheduled. It 
was announced that a trip to Leningrad for the DuBois 
Clubs of America and CP youths would begin July 17, 1967. 
A list of persons to be submitted to the Vietnamese had 
American Delegation for the Paris meeting with the 
Vietnamese youths was drawn up. The DuBois Clube of 
America (DCA) had been designated as the organizer for 
this meeting in the United States and suggested a list 
of names for the American delegation. Amorg the races, 
as a representative for SSOC, was Tom Gardner. 
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SOUTHERN STUDENT ORGANIZING COMMITTEE (SSOC) 


880C "Worklist Mailing,” Volume 1, No. 1, dated 
September 15, 1967, relative to staff announcements 
indicated that Tom Gardner, 8SOC Chairman, would be back 
from his trip to Prague in a few days. The article 
explained that Gardner was selected as one of 25 
representatives of the American Peace Mcvement to meet with 
representatives of the National Liberation Front (NLF) and 
the Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV). 


SSOC "Worklist Mailing," dated February 14, 1968, 
indicated that Alan Levin, also known as Nik, SSOC Vice 
Chairman, was in Cuba for the month of February (1968). 


By letter dated April 26, 1968, on 8SOC letterhead 
mailed to the general SSOC membership over the signature 
of Mike Welch, Executive Secretary of SSOC, it was announced 
that as a step toward close relations with the Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS) and better communications with 
the movement nationally, SSOC and SDS have worked out an 
exchange of the “New South Student“ and the "New Left 
Notes," and that SDS and SSOC were exchanging contact lists 
of their respective members for this exchange.

STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINAT=NG COMMITTEE (SN 


Literature distributed by the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC), headquartered at 360-362 
Nelson Street, Southwest, Atlanta, Georgia, describes itself 
as not being a membership organization, but rather an agency 
attempting to stimulate ard foster the growth of local protest 
movements. SNCC was born out of the sit-in movement which 
erupted across the South, beginning on February 1, 1960. A 
conference at Raleign, North Carolina, that spring, brought 
together many of the demonstrating southern students in a 
loose network of militant youth which was officially named 
SNCC in October of 1969. 


A source has advised that in May of 1966, STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL was elected National Chairman by the 
Central Committee. In May of 1967, CARMICHAEL was replaced 
as Chairman by H. RAP BROWN, with CARMICHAEL assuming the 
position of Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC. In August 
of 1967, at the invitation of FIDEL CASTRO, CARMICHAEL 
participated in the Organization of Latin American Solidarity 
Conference, which was held in Havana, Cuba. Subsequent 
thereto, CARMICHAEL traveled to Hanoi and other sections of 
North Vietnam. He returned to the United States in December 
of 1967, at which time his passport was picked up because 
of travel to unauthorized countries. 


A source advised that when CARMICHAEL was elected 
Chairman of the SNCC, the organization embarked on a progras 
of eliminating Caucasians from its ranks. With the election 
of H. RAP BROWN as Chairman in 1967, it embarked on a world- 
wide struggle for human rights, and to take a firm stand : 
against violation: of these rights by the American Government 
and to strengthen its programs of opposition to the draft and 
to the United States involvement in Vietnas. 


Literature distributed in February of 1968 identifies 
the SNCC as an orgarization in the revolutionary vanguard. 
It advocates tkat to be successful it is necessary to develop 
a revolutionary ideology and revolutionary progran. 


On August 13, 1967, while addressing a group in the 
Watts area of Los Angeles, California, H. RAP BROWN said, “You 
better shape up in America, or we'll burn you down.” Later in 
February of 1868, in a publicized note, BROWN wrote, "America, 
if it takes my death to orga:ize my people to revolt against 
you and your children, your God, you poor, your courtry, and 
to organize mankind to rejoice in your destruction and ruin, 
then here's my life." 
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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY (SDS) 


Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it is 
known today, came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the Left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam, and to 
"radically transform" the university community and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the “responsible Left" which the Party has going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-Communist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "new Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some Communists in 858 and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization, as of April 18, 1967,

An amendment te the charter of SCHW, dated 
April 26, 1946, changed its name to the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Incorporated (SCEF), and stated its purpose 
to be to improve the educational and cultural standards of 
the southern people, in a¢cordance with the highest American 
democratic institutions, traditions and ideals. 


The masthead of the April, 1967, issue of "The 
Southern Patriot” indicated it is the publication of SCEF 
editorial and business offices of which are located at 3210 
West Broadway, Louisville, Kentucky, eastern office of which 
is located at Suite 412, 799 Broadway, New York, New York.

Area Coordinator for SCLC, was the master of ceremonies & 
cultural and arts exhibit and stage show at the Club Paradise 
and made a brief statement in welcoming all delegates and 
members of the general public to the SCLC convention. The 

Rev. Kyles advised that the SCLC banquet would be held at the 
Club Paradise on the evening of August 15, 1968, and that a 
mass meeting will be held at Mason Temple, Memphis, Tennessee, 
Friday evening at 8:00 P.M., August 16, 1968. After conploting 
his statements the Rev. Kyles presented the Rev. Ralph David 
Abernathy, SCLC President, to the audience. 


According to source, the Rev. Abernathy advised this

Source advised the Rev. 8 made statenents 
regarding future plans for the SCLC which included poor people 
involvement to an increased degree in the political field, an 
area that the SCLC had not gone into in the past. According 
to the source, the Rev. Abernathy stated that the Republicans 
have proven they did not want the black vote because it is 
known that presidential candidate Richard Nixon is not con- 
cerned about black Americans or the poor people. Abernathy 
indicated that there is a possibility of SCLC attendance at 
the Democratic convention at Chicago, Illinois, when this 
convention convenes later this month, and he was hopeful 
that the SCLC and the poor people of America would get a 


better response than they had received from the Republican 
Party. 


Source continued that the Rev. Abernathy stated that 
the stage show presented this evening by SCLC should serve as 
an inspiration in that it revealed areas in which black talent 
is not widely known. Abernathy stated that despite any 
efforts by any person or groups of persons, they were going 
to prove that SCLC is not at its end and that by killing the 
dreamer, the dream was not killed. The Rev. Abernathy advised 
the audience that a voter registration campaign had been 
conducted and that the voice of the black community would be 
heard from in the November elections. According to this 
source, the Rev. Abernathy concluded his remarks by stating 
in effect that he was maybe a little too serious-minded for 
the occasion itself and would gave his talking until later, 
after which he introduced Bil erford, Executive Director, 
SCLC, whom he stated was not as serious-minded as was the 
Rev. Abernathy.

On November 1, 1966, . first source advised that 
the Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC), with : 
headquarters at 1703 Port land Avenue, Nashville, Tennessee, 
was formed on the weekend of April 3-5, 1964, to stimulate 
activity of Southern Student groups in areas of civil 
rights, peace, academic freedom, civil liberties, capital 
punishment and unemployment. Originally, it was to be a 
white counterpart of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee (SNN c). It has agreed to work with similar 
interested groups such as SNCC and Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) and Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc. 
(SCEF),. SSOC is a fraternal affiliate of the SDS. 


Beginning in the Fall of 1966, S8SOC became a 
membership organization and embarked on a campaign to 
form local chapters on various college campuses throughout 
the South. 8800 publishes, October through May each 
year, a publication, "new South Student, which, according 
to the above source, has increasingly espoused and defended 
the pro-Communist and anti-United States position on 


domestic and foreign policy. 


On August 12, 1966, a second source advised 
that Donald Leslie Boner of Nashville, Tennessee, had 
been in the Communist Party (CP) for about four months. 


On Sopteabder a7, 1966, a third source advised 
that Donald Boner, while in attendance at a CPUSA Youth 
Conference, Camp Webatuck, New York, September 12-14, 1966, 
gave a report regarding Nashville, saying that CP personnel 
were concentrating on organizing rent strikes, working with 
SSOC and SCEF, and establishing a Socialist Study froup for 
students.

in Nashville. Jacqueline Saindon of the New York City CP 
also came to Nashville in the Summer of 1966 for this purpose. 
At the CPUSA Youth Conference at Camp Webatuck, September, 
1966, Boner reported that effective liaison had been made 
with SSOC. Following the conference, attendees Brian Heggen 
and Patricia Louise Rabbitt traveled to Nashville to join

on February 28, 1067, a fourth source advised 
that Patricia Louise Rabbitt of Seattle, Washington, a 
member of the Northwest CP District, had gone to Nashville, 
Tennessee, to organize in connect ion with a CP assignment. 


On June 8, 1967, source five advised that 
Patricia Rabbitt, Brian Heggen, Donald Boner and his wife, 
Carol Stevens Boner, were all active members of SSOC in 
Nashville and that Heggen was as of that time Editor of 
the official SSOC publication, “New South Student.” 


The April, 1967, issue, Volume IV, No. 4, of 
"New South Student" carried a book review on page 22 by 
Donald Boner of a book entitled "CIA and American Labor,“ 
authored by George Morris, Labor Editor of "The Worker," 
East Coast Communist newspaper. Boner was described therein 
as an active member of the Nashville SSOC Chapter.

By letter dated April 26, 1968, on SSOC letterhead 
mailed to the general 8SOC membership over the signature 
of Mike Welch, Executive Secretary of SSOC, it was announced 
that as a step toward close relations with the Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS) and better communications with 
the movement nationally, SSOC and SDS have worked out an 
exchange of the "New South Student" and the "New Left 
Notes," and that SDS and SSOC were exchanging contact lists 
of their respective members for this exchange. 
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_ STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE (SNCC) 


Literature distribated by the Student Norviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC), headquartered at 360-362 
Nelson Street, Southwest, Atlanta, Georgia, describes itself 
as not being a membership organization, but rather an agency 
attempting to stimulate ard foster the growth of local protest 
movements. SNCC was born out of the sit-in movement which 
erupted across the South, beginning on February 1, 1960. A 
conference at Raleigh, North Carolina, that spring, brought 
together many of the demorstrating southern students in a 
loose network of militant youth whick was officially named 
SNCC in October of 196). 


A source has advised that in May of 1966, STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL was elected Nationa: Chairman by the 
Central Committee. In May of 1967, CARMICHAEL was replaced 
as Chairman by E. RAP BROWS, with CARMICHAEL assuming the 
position of Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC. In August 
of 1967, at the invitation of FIDEL CASTRO, CARMICHAEL 
participated in the Organization of Latin Americar Solidarity 
Conference, which was held in Havana, Cuba. Subsequent 
thereto, CARMICHAEL traveled to Hanoi and other sections of 
North Vietnam. Ze returzed to the United States in December 
of 1967, at which tice his passport was picked up because 
of travel to unauthorized coustries. 


A source advised that when CARMICHAEL was elected 
Chairman of the SNCC, tie organization embarked on a progras 
of eliminating Caucasians from its ranks. With the election 
of H. RAP BROWN as Chairman in 1967, it embarked on a world- 
wide struggle for human rights, and to take a firm stand 
against violations of these rights by the Americar Government 
and to strengthen its programs of opposition to the draft and 
to the United States invoiverert in Vietnaz.

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STUDENTS FOR A D — se SOCIETY (SDS) 


Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it is 
known today, came into being at a founding convention held 
at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the Left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a consciehtious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam, and to 
“radically transform" the university community and provide 
for its complete control by students. Gus Hall, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco,

Party (CP), Louisville, Kentucky, testified on December 11 
and 13, 1954, in Jefferson County, Kentucky, Criminal Court 
ina State sedition prosecution against CARL JAMES BRADEN, 
She identified CARL BRADEN and his wife, ANNE MC CARTY BRADEN, 
as having been known to her as members of the CP from January of 
1951 to December of 1954.
